have two good engines, and 2,C20 feet of 
borrowed hose, and very efficient fire- 
men, and that is all. We havo nofcarls 
to get our hose to tho fire with safety; 
end no ladders to battle the fire with 
when w o get there should it ho in one .of 
our large busiueEfl blocks. 


1 resigned membership in tho firo de- 


partment to accept a seat in your honor- 
able body. In working at fires I know 
from five years' experience, that we have 
worked to a great disadvantage, nil be- 
cause we did not have the apparatus to 
do the work with. Now, it is the Juty of 
the common council to make it as ensy 
as possible for tho firemen. A great 
many have nn idea that tho firemen, when 
tho boll rings, get their nppnrntns to tho 
fire as quick os they con and I ut it out 
nnd then take tbe apparatus back to the 
house, and that is the end of it. Thntis 
not so. There is double tho hours spon 
in drying and reeling and changing tho 
hose than there is in actual £ro service 
Many of the heavy tax payers, not know, 
ing who is responsible tor this inedl 
eiency, blntae the department, when it is 
not their fault. Those aama men wish 
the fire department to bo placed on 
better footing. 


IE the city should at any time- sue fit to 


have water works, nil of this apparatus 
would be a? absolutely necessary in the 
department in now. 


In conclusion, yonr Honor, I would 


spy that S5.CC!) looks like a largo nppro 
priation, but it is not so, eg you havo 
everything to buy,aud you coula dispose 
of that which we have torsomothing.
